STATEMENT OF EYE-WITNESSES. 
One of the regular staff of the 
World, who had been in Brooklyn 
to attend the decoration ceremonies, 
was on the bridge returing to New York and 
this side of the New York anchorage when 
the acoident occurred. He says: “I was 
about twenty feet from the fatal spot 
patiently floating along with the westward 
stream. The whole structure buzzed with 
laughter and jovial sounds. I never sawa 
more good-humored crowd in my life. Once 
in a while some nervous, hysterical woman 
would utter a little shriek as somebody 
crowded her or steppedon her dress, but 
there was no quarreling and nouproar. All 
at once, as I reached the middle of the plat- 
form, a strange, mysterious thrill seemed

like an electric shock. It started some dis- 
tance ahead of me and I was sensible of its 
running past me far back into the ranks 
which followed. It wasa sensation equalby 
compounded of the jar of a stopping train 
when the cars transmit their arrest to one 
another and of the sight ofa field of grain 
when a sudden flow of winds bends it almost 
instantaneously in successive ripples. It 
was not a stoppage but a vague hesitation 
for the fraction of asecond. I suppose now 
that it was the moment that the first 
person fell upon the stairs 
and the next comers shrunk a 
bair’s breadth from following him. How 
easily one can theorize, but with what frig ht- 
ful speed the appointed doom flashed to its 
accomplishment. The hesitation, so brief 


and vague as to be almost imperceptible. in- 
stantly changed to a rush, as if some little

Twenty Persons Known to be 


A Foolish Scare the Origin of the Disaster— 
Statements of Eye-Witnesses—Horrible 
Scenes of Suffering and Death—Narrow 
Stairways Help the Work of Destruction— 


New YORK, May 31.—The terrible panic 
on the big bridge yesterday afternoon is still 
the only topic. Howit begun nobody knows. 
The excitement commenced at the New York 
end, where the roadway is narrow and the 
stairs steep and difficult. Some say that a 
band of pick-pockets plying their trade 
caused the scare. Others say 
that a fainting woman was the cause. 
In a moment the two throngs which were 
pouring from the New York and Brooklyn 
sides became intensely excited, and the 
panic began. Down the stairway on the 
New York side men, women and children 
tumbled in a confused mass and were 
crushed to death. Attempts were made by 
bridge watchmen and others to stay the rush, 
but all was futile. Part of the iron railing 
was taken down and the crowd let out on 
either side to the railroad tracks, but at 
these exits several accidents also occurred. 
The panic lasted a few moments, but in that 
time itis thought that at least twenty-five 
persons were killed and fifty seriously in- 
jured.

In an instant there came &@ mighty surge be- 
hind us, which literally took us off our feet. 
Men, recovering from th@ shock. found 
themselves squeezed out of breathing power. 
Women caught, some of them half turned 
round, filled the air 
WITH PIERCING SCREAMS. 

Some of us clutched the rats as men on the 
edge of the Niagara burst their veins grasp- 
ing friendly ropes. Even the children were 
suffused with the sense of impending hor- 
ror like birds in the lullof the thunder 
storm. I see now, like the faces 


of a dream when one is in a 
sick bed, the tiers of awe-strieken 
faces, and I heareven now the shrieks of 
the suffocating and the ec ed behind me 
and before me. Ahead of mig there was even 
more hideous work going on, I saw umbrel- 
las, hats and canes leap intothe air, above 
the heads in front of us, Mike the irregular 
spouting of some strange fountain. This 
lasted perhaps a minute, Dut at thé time it 
looked like a continuous speetacie, and was 
so odd that it fascinated me. But the 
sounds were infinitely more erp tul than 
the sights. I pray I may never listen again 
tosucha volume of human woe. There 
were shrill cries, suddenly atrested, 
COARSE YELLS 

that were muffied. In ‘an instant: our 
senses, preternaturally sharpened, heard 
death rattles ahead of us as clearly as the 
shrieks of women whirled to the deadlv edge 
of the platform. All at o asiny own 
senses were giving way and fie roarin my 
ears began to grow faint, halladozen des- 
perate men, fighting like devils, got to the 
spot. How they managed if I cannot un- 
derstand. I never saw such fury as they 
showea—considerate fury it turned out to 
be. They were police detectives, so 
learned, who, having first arranged for a di- 
version of the crowd approaching from New 
York to the carriageway s, and 
having secured a tapping for 
the other current § in the other 
wagon track, headed off the 
mingling and perishing streams.» ‘The relief 
was felt in abouta minute. Officers over- 
heard shouted directions where to go and 
just before myself and mv elbow to elbow 
neighbors were on the verge of the death 
trap 

THE CROWD HAD MELTED 
behind us, and in spite of the awful specta- 
cle before our eyes we took breath after 
breath joyfully. But that scene] can never 
forget. Menand women were so tangled 
up in itthere was no distinguishing them. 
The lower strata were silent indeath. ‘The 
upper were in the agony of 
dying. Muttered prayers, deep, horrifying 
groans, the hideous rattling noises in 
closing throats, the sob of bursting chests, 
profound breathing thag$ sounded like a 
snore—I cannot give even the shadow of an 
idea of this devils’ chorus. Meantime, 
twenty or thirty men, some of them in the 
uniform of the Twelfth Regiment, were 
alreadyhard at work dispefsingjthe elements 
uf this awful hillock. ‘lwo of them seizing a 
body anyhow, alive or dead, dragged it aside 
by itself. It was_no time for delicacy or 
false tenderness. Every instant was pre- 


lungs. As body after body was torn out of 
the heap into full view, the horror of the 
scene seemed to grow, more and more 
intenge, ‘There was a flick, of life im most 
of the upper ones. Upon the lower death 
had impressed his most hideous symbols. 
Faces as purple as plums, 
EYES WEEPING THICK BLOOD, 
open mouths disgorging huge red clots and 
spongy masses of gray foam streaked with 
crimson, foreheads torn and lacerated, noses 
flattened to the cheeks, expressions of a vast 
horror in every countenance. Was there 
ever such a sight? ‘There was one woman 
we got out who seemed,to be a Jewess of the 
middle class. She was very stout and heavy 
and it took three men to release her from the 
writhing pile. She was justalive. Fifty or 
sixty of her fellow-creatures had almost 
trampled the life out of her, but a spark still 
lingered. Her face was black from suffoca- 
tion. Her eyes were glazed. Her mouth 
was open and her tongue hung out of itin a 
manner more infinitely horrible thanI can 
describe. Her breast heaved faintly, and 
she was put ina — attitude with her 
back against the rail. it was while she sat 
there unconscious and trodden to a jelly that 
death came to her relief. Isaw her die. I 
shall never forget it. The sun shone bright- 
ly on her discolored face and 
down into her glassy eyes. Her head 
hung on her left shoulder. Her 
disordered clothing made_ her look like a 
mere bundle of fabrics with a caricature of 
a human face atop of it. 
ALL AT ONCE | 
spasms of the most dreadful kind began in 
rapid succession to set this dreadful object 
shivering. The dull eyes roiled-slowly up- 
ward, the swollen tongue seemed to be try- 
ing to return into her parched mouth. Her 
chin trembled quickly. The bosom caught 
the humor of the chin and began to tremble 
too. One monstrous tremor after another 
shook her as if with the chill of ague. Then 
there was a slow outstretching of the aris 
and legs, a clenching of her fingers until the 
nails seemed to penetrate her palms and 
then her head slowly fell forward, her chin 
slowly dropped. and she was dead.” 
Henry Guy Carieton, who 
WAS IN THE CRUSH, 
said: “The lines jostled each other as they 
assed, that from New York moving in 
Scena column and that from Brooklyn by 
single file. Ata point about one hundred 
rards from the New York tower a man lost 
his hat by a gust of wind. As it sailed over 
the roadway the crowd stopped to laugh and 
cheer. The passage was instantly biocked. 
Peonle poured from both sides toward the 
scene of accident. A ~-woman faint- 
ed. Her escort, a brawny laborer, 
struck right and left to compel those 
about him to give way. The pack became 
denser. A policeman leaped to the railing 
and ordered the crowd to the New York 
side. Obediently the mass pushed with one 
accord in that direction. One hundred yards 
further down men urged the mass towards 
Brooklyn. The mistake was instantly fol- 
lowed by shrieks and oaths from those 
crushed when the pressure was concentrated. 
Ina moment the pack was complete and 
men, women and chilaren fought desperate- 
ly to gain the railing. 
A GIRL THREW HER ARMS 
about the neck of a man in front of her. 
With-an oath he turned and struck her 
twice in the face. An old man h one arm 
free belabored the heads of afl he could 
reach with his cane. A young mother held 
her babe above her head begging for some 
strong man to take it and save it. A arunken 
woman bucked against the railing and 
scratched and bit and yelled likea catina 
trap. Suddenly came an overwhelming 
pressure :.rom the Brooklyn side and th 
struggling mass was slowly forced toward 
the staircase to an accompaniment of shrieks 
and yells, to which everyone contributed. 
The first portion of the crowd managed to 
descend in safety. Then a woman fainted 
and fell. Several men stooped to pick her 
up. Others behind pushed over them, and 
in a few seconds the last

: up the drive from the tower and tore away a 
portion of the iron railing which guarded 
the stair-case, and then every man 
with free hands worked with a_ will 
to extricate the injured. The first to be lifted 
out was a boy perhaps ten years of age. His 
face had been trampled to a pulp, and so far 
as I could judge he was dead. A young 
woman almost nude was laid on the drive 
and died almost instantly. A man about 
thirty-five was next. [le was dead already. 
Several children, moaning and gasping, were 
handed out. A young woman with a broken 
rib portruding through her breast was car- 
ried across the track. She seemed to be life- 
less. Altogether there were eighteen or 
twenty removed through the broken railing, 
a half of whom were dying, or already 
THE CAPTAIN OF THE BRIDGE POLICE 
is ex-Sergeant James Ward, of the Brooklyn 
police, who a few weeks ago was reduced to 
the ranks for inefficiency in his then posi- 
tion, and in preference to acce ting the min- 
or position he resigned. Ward is the broth- 
er-in-law of Jacob Worth and he got his po- 
sition as captain of the bridge police through 
poxsenl influence. Superintendent Martin 
efore appointing him called at police head- 
quarters to look ms ' Ward’s record. Mr. 
Martin said: ‘“‘Well, he is not the man that 
we want for captain uf the police of tne 
ridge.” Nevertheless Ward was appointe d 
a day or two later, through the 
influence of one of the bridge trustees. 


Can the Crush be Obviated, 
NEw YorK, May 31.—The universal com- 
ment this morning respecting the bridge 
horror is that the same accident is liable to 
happen atany time no matter what the po- 
lice restrictions may be, unless the steps are 
abolished or at least divided for the two 
streams of pedestrians. The superintendent 
of the bridge, Martin, makes the following 
frank statement: “The foot-path is cer- 
tainly no safe place for such crowds as pass 
over the bridge. It was not intended 
to accommodate any such travel as we are 
having. As to the steps it had been decidea 
to puta railing up and down the middie to 
divide the people going one way from those 
going the other. The railing would have to 
be carried up some way beyond the top of 
the steps, of course. We should carry it 
probably a hundred feet along. This is one 
alteration we had already determined upon, 
and it is to be made at once. ‘Then we are 
going to place side railings on the steps a 
little further back. Some spaceis now lost 
by them. ‘Then further back between the 
cables we can widen the passage by- 
placings the railings farther apart and 
against the cables, and this is to be done.’’: 
“Could not the steps be dispensed with?” 
was asked. 
“Well, we could build what is called a 
raimp, an inclined plane trom the top of the 
steps to a point farther down the bridge, but 
there would be some danger in mak- 
ing the grade any steeper, es- 
pecially in wet or icy weather.” 
To the superintendent’s statement may be 
added that the fact is now obvious that dur- 
ing those hours of the day when transit is 
most likely, and on holidays and Sundavs, 
there will always be great danger of a heavy 
crush similar to that of yesterday, unless 
means of relieving it be devised. Not even 
the Bridge Cable track for cars, now nearly 
completed, will prevent the crush at these 
times. 


Caused by Pick-Pockets, 
New York. May 31.—The Coroner will 
subpeena the bridge trustees, Superintendent 
Martin and all others who can give any in- 
formation in reference to the accident yes- 
terday. He intends the investigation to be 
thorough. Superintendent Martin has been 
personally investigating the causes of the 


disaster, and the best authenticated infor- 


mation he can gather leads him to believe 
the panic was caused by pick-pockets. No 
action has yet been taken by the bridge 
trustees. 

The superintendent acknowledges that 
the space allotted to foot passengers is at 
present insufficient, but thinks when the 
trains begin torunand time lessens curi- 
osity it will be found to be ample. 

The bodies of the dead carried to the 
Chambers Street Hospital are being removed 
to-day to the homes of their friends, and 
preparations for their burial have been be- 
un. All the injured in the Chambers Street 
jospital are improving. A number of in- 
quiries were made there to-day for missing 
persons, but no information concerning 
them could be given, as all the dead and in- 


jured have been identified. It is believed 


that a full list of the dead and seriously in- 


jured has been given. 


Missing Persons, 
New York, May 31.—A number of per- 
sons inquired at police headquarters this 
morning for childrea or friends supposed to 
have been on the bridge at the time of the 
accident. Only in one or two cases is there 
reason for supposing the missing person 


might have been on the bridge. ‘The Oak 
street police report they have a cart-load of 
property taken from the anchorage. Most 
of the clothing is torn beyond recognition. 
Very few articles have been claimed.

| FRANCE IN DANGER. 


The Figaro Calls Attention to 


Great Impending Disaster. 


Bismarck Preparing to Swoop Down Upon the 
Country—The Secret of Von Moltke’s Late 
Journey—Severe Criticism of the Policy of 
the Government. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, May 31.—The Herald’s special 
from Paris says: Three salient facts are 
now exciting the hopes or the fears of every 
thinking man in Europe. First—The triple 
alliapce now constitutes asort of supreme 
tribunal of Europe, whichis capable of en- 
forcing its wi!l orcaprice upon any or all 
other European powers, and without the 
consent of which no European question can 


war the armies of Germany, Austria and Italy 
would constitute so many parts of one 
gigantic and perfectly elaborated machine, 
every minute movement of which could be 
directed by the German general statf just as 
the armies of Bavaria, Wurtemburg and 
Baden were, in 1870, guided by the Prussian 
general staff. Third—That just as Prussia 
welded together the North German Con- 
federation in 1866, and the German Empire 
in 1871, so is the German Chancellor now 
welding together a still greater military and 
political unit, equal in extent to the Empire 
of Charlemagne, and intended eventually 
to embrace the whole of Central 
Europe, Italy and the countries contiguous 


to the Danube and the Balkans, 

Under the head “Le Secret de Bismarck,” 
the Figaro yesterday sounded the fol lowing 

TRUMPET NOTE OF ALARM, , 

which excites general attention: “France 
must arouse herself from the fetes and frivo!- 
ities that absorb her undivided attention. 
Never has France been menaced with greater 
pee than at the present moment. Never 
efore has’she found herself more isolated and 
enfeebled than now. Never before has she 
been surrounded by more powerful and more 
inveterate foes. Concerning these foes there 
have been many fanciful suppositions more or 
less well founded, but the facts have now been 
brought to our knowledge by personages of 
the highest authority. Prince Bismarck’s 
plans and the secret of the triple alliance have 
at last been set in the nakedness of truth be- 
fore the eyes of M. Grevy and his minis- 
ters, and we have reason to believe that such 
an impression has been created as will 
cause a change of ministerial policy. What 
are the dangers? Wecan no longer conceal! 
the fact that the triple aliiance is not only 
an accomplished fact, but a weapon directed 
against us. We must not forget the words 
uttered on April 12th by Signor Manscini in 
the Italian Chambers. Opportunities not 
distant perhaps will enable Italy to use her 
strength in the service of a great cause. 
Moreover we must not disregard the strictly 
yrofessional voyage that Count Von 

oltke, in spite of his eighty-three years. has 
just accomplished along the Corniche road 
and among the weakest points of our Italian 
frontier. Itisnotfor a simple distraction 
that the old German strategist, braving heat 
and fatigue, came to study—from Genoa to 
Bordighera—all tbe mountain passes, ali the 
sopogtapmren! unduiations, like a gencral 
making himself familiar witha future battle- 
field.

A SIMILAR SILENT VOYAGE

and last year Count Von Moltke’s pleasure 
trip led him through the St. Gothard and 
Brennes erg towards the opening in the 
rear of Belfort, and to the two great military 
routes connecting Germany with Italy.

THE SINKING FUND. 


A Talk Wit h Com ptrolier Adreon About 
the Reduction of the City Debt, 


The reduction of the public indebtednes sof 


the municipal! corporation is a matter in which 


all citizens are interested. The public debt 
of St. Louis is being slowly but steadily re- 
duced by the operations of a fund called the 
Sinking Fund. What this fundis and how 
it is managed was the subject of conversa- 
tion this morning between Comptroller 
Adreon and a Post-DISsPATCH reporter, 


‘‘What is the history of the Fund?” asked 
the reporter. 

“The Sinking Fund as now in force,”’ said 
the Comptroller, ‘‘was established March 5, 
1855. As originally estabiished, it was in 
the hands of an oflicer designated the Fund 
Commissioner, who was independent of the — 
city government but was required to sub- 
mit reports of his operations and to cancel 
bonds in the presence of the 
City Comptroller. This 
tinued untit March 4, 1870, 
ottice of Fund Commissioner was abolished 
aud the Mayor, Comptruller and Treasurer 
were constituted a board called the Fund 
Commissioners, but the fund and the manner 
its operations continued the same under all 
the city charters since that time.”’ 

“Of what does the fund consist.” 
“By a provision of the city charter the 
fund consists of three-fourths of all real es- 


tate sold by the city, of all railroad stocks 


belonging to the city, and each year the sum 


of- $10,000 is appropriated out of the general 

revenue of the city.

In effect, = we accomplish our 
purpose in a slightly roundabout way. We 
cannot take up bonds fallimg due, for the 
simple reason that these bonds bore no “first 
ten years’ coupons” attached to them. In 
order to proceed under the law we are 
obliged to issue renewal bonds for bonds be- 
counng payable, and of these we purchase 
whatever our assets will allow us to pur- 
chase, paying the regular price for them, but 
buying direct from the city and not through 
third parties, thus saving on price and ex- 
penses. Then we cut off the coupons for 
the first ten years and hold them, and thus 
the sinking fund becomes a creditor of the 
city, and in case of default in the payment 
of any of the coupons it could pro- 
test them like any other creditor.” 

“After cutting off the coupons what do 
you do with the bonds themselves?” 

“They are canceled and turned over to 
the City Auditor for safe kéeping, and the 
first ten years’ coupons are collected at matur- 
ity.

A letter from Sandoval, Ill, reports that in the 
country around seven towns in that section the 
crop is almostan entire failure; that even seed 
wheat will not be raised. At Coulterville, Lil, 
the farmers are coming in and offering two bush- 
els of next year’s crop for one of this year’s in or- 
der to get enough wheat for seeding. Mr. John 
A. Friereich, of Mascoutah, Ill., and assessor for 
his township, says thatin preparing his report 
for the Agricuitural Bureau, he found that his 
township would not raise half enough for seed, 
and that the whole of St. Clair county would not 
produce more than enough for seed Fa th 
Ewald & Co., have advices from St. Mary’s, Mo., 
that now the farmers of that section will not 


raise a nalf to three-fourths crop. where a couple 
of weeks ago they expected an average yield. H. 
Dillard, of Audrain county, Mo., reports great 
damage to wheat in bottom lands of Boone county, 
just south of him, and where it Was thought they 
would have a goodcrop. In his own county they 
rajse corn and oats principally. He says corn has 
been planted three times in some fields, and still 
shows no stand. It is very backward. The 
trouble appears to be that the seed won’t germin- 
ate. A. Stonebraker, of St. Charles. Mo., writes: 
‘The outlook for corn in our county is very poor. 
Many farmers are now planting the third time. 
and most of that which has not been planted over 
looks as though it would not make anything. We 
are now convinced that the wheat harvest will be 
at least three weeks late, which fact will greatly 
increase the chances ofrust. The opinion ap- 
pears to be universal that our wheat will not 
make anhalf crop.” J. W. Booth & Sons have ict- 
ters from half a dozen pointsin Southwest - Mis- 
souri, all of which report chat the yiela of wheat 
will not be over four to five bushels to the acre. 
I. P..Wilson, of Muncie, Ind., says wheat shows 
no improvement in his section, and the outlook is 
bad. Corn, however, is looking well; a larger 
acreage than ever before has been planted, and 
with growing weatherfrom now on they will 
have the best crop ever raised in the State. 

The next visible supply, as reported to John F. 
Morgan, will show a decrease of 400,000 bu in 
wheat, and 1,250,000 bu in corn, bringing the 
wheat down to about 20,100,000 bus and the corn 
to about 13,450,000 bu.—— Arrivals of country grain 
speculators on the floor to-lay were unusually 
large. They ail had their wallets along stuffed 
with the needful to purchase wheat, and all with 
the utmost confidence in largely higher prices. 

Wheat futures were still unsettled, most of the 
time, but there was an undercurrent of strength 
running through the market, as there were 
really more buyers than sellers on the floor. This 
was shown bythe efforts made to purchase as 
soon asa little encouragement was held out by 
advances elsewhere, while declines rather had 
the effect of checking trading. During the early 
hours lower prices ruled. as Chicago and the Fast 
were off and weak and the weather was clear and 
bright. Liverpool cables held out no bright pros- 
pects, the report being of quiet, though steady 
markets. From this depression, however, there 
was arally and advance. Numerous reports of 
great shortage in the crop in many seciions, the 
reduction in the visible supply, and hardening 
markets elsewhere, strengthened the feeling here 
greatly. But, after the noon cali, the 
tenor of telegraphic advices became  un- 
favorable and prices let down, the close being 
weak at declines of 44c fur July, September and 
year, %4c for August and ‘4c for October from 

‘uesday’s close. Corn advanced and exhibited 
considerabie strength, though not going up in 
proportion with Chicage. The decrease of over a 
miliion bushels in the visible supply was a prime 
factor in this advance, and as other markets 
strengtliened, presumably from the same cause, 
the local tone was strong. But at the advance 
there were free sellers, especially for June, that 
month closing the same as iast Tuesday, while 
May was '4c better, July %@yc up, Auyust \4c 
higher and September and year 4@c higher. Oats 
were firm and quiet, showing little change in 
value. Cash wheat was strong and better in price 
on call, the small offerings selling readily. pec- 
ulators got most that sold, a little being taken by 
millers. After call the market for No. 2 was 
dull and weaker, in sympathy with futures. 
Corn advanced, and was firm; No. 2 mixea 
sold freely for shipment and to speculators and 
rejeeted on order account, millers taking white- 
mixed. Oats were slightly better and the order 
demand was good, a little of the No. 2 selling to 
speculators.

THE BBIDGE DISASTER. 

The admiration called forth by the opening 
of the East River bridge has been changed 
to mourning by a disaster which might 
have been foreseen and which might have 
been prevented, but which was a part of 
‘the bad management which the opening of 
the structure to traffic has disclosed. Day 
after day the newspapers of New York have 
called attention to the inadequacy of the ap- 
proaches, and of the police, and the crowds 
which have daily thronged the new but per- 
ilous promenade, have given warning to the 
authorities of the two cities and to the man- 
agers of the bridge that danger was immi- 
nent. It was evident from the first day that 
the footway could not safely be used as a pub- 
lic loafing ground; yet, under the careless 
management, which failed to provide a suit- 
able bridge police, hawkers and peddlers, and 
confidence men, and pickpockets were in- 
vited toply their trades amid the crowds 
who were turning the bridge into a public 
park. 

The lesson which the press vainly tried to 
teach the managers has been taught at last, 
but only at a fearful loss of life, by a calam- 
ity which no regrets can lessen. Local 
government in New Yorkisa very clumsy 
machine, and whenever itis called on to ex- 
ercise any new function or to meet any new 
emergency, it generally reveals a sad condi- 
tion of inefficiency, but the inefficiency 
which sacrificed so many human lives on the 
bridge yesterday is more than usually 
deplorable.

WHITE FEATHER SOLDIERS. 

The conduct of the striking miners across 
the river was criminal and inexcusable 
They disturbed the peace of the State, inter- 
fered with the rights of others, defied the 
power of the law, and disgraced the cause of 
labor with which they were identified, and, 
as we have already said, there is not a word 
to be said in excuse or palliation of their con- 
duct. 
But after we have censured the riotous 
and disorderly conduct of the miners, a 
heavier censure must fall upon the blunder- 
ing mob of militia who undertook to enforce 
order on others and were unable to keep or- 
der among themselves. The rioters were 
private citizens, their offence was purely per- 
sonal, and they are called on to account 
for all they do as individuals. But 
the militia represented the authority of 
the State; they were called out to set an ex- 
ample of law and order and to illustrate the 
dignity and strength of authority as op- 
posed to the lawlessness of a mob. They 
had already had proof that no violent oppo- 
sition would be made to them, that the 
miners were wholly unprepared to resist 
them and that their mere presence was suffi- 
cient to prevent any acts of violence. 

They showed themselves unfit to be en- 
trusted with any authority or responsibility 
whatever. They were called out as drilled 
and disciplined soldiers and they showed 
neither discipline nor soldiership. Their 
firing without orders was a disobedience 
which made killing murder; their firing 
random shots in the presence of a confused 
mob was an act of cowardice. If 
there was any danger in the situation 
that was a reason for their showing that 
they were soldiers ; but in spite of their arms, 
their commission, their soldiery and every 
influence that should have restrained them, 
they became panic stricken at the first sound 
of a shot, and acted the part of cowards. 

The militia who took partin that lament- 
able affair have disgraced their uniforms and 
their State, and should not be allowed an 
opportunity of repeating their offence. 


A WOOD PULP OPINION. 
Senator WARNER MILLER, of New York, 
one of the two small-bore statesmen who 
were elected to fill the vacancy left by ConkK- 
LING, is a prophet without honor in his own 
country and has been obliged to travel as far 
west as California to find scope and outlet 
for his wisdom ip an interview. In hisjinter- 
view he says little that is new and less that 
is true, but it is interesting to read the im- 
partial opinions of a bread-and-butter states- 
man whose pocket as well as his conscience 
is enlisted in the cause of patriotism. 

Mr. MILLER says that “‘the Democrats have 
sounded the key-note of free trade and they 
wilihave to stand by it, even though they 
already begin to see their mistake. 
it is ruinous to the _ industries of 
the country, and the manufacturers 
after all hold the balance of power 
and will not lend their support to any party 
which, in return for their aid, will send them 
to the dogs.”

But the source of the opinion is hardly less 
noticeable than its unsuccessful wrestle with 
the truth. Its author is a gentleman who 
is directly and pecuniarily interested 
in legislation in which he has a vote 
and his vote and influence are uniformly 
given in favor of legislation which will put 
money in his own pocket by taking it out of 
the pocket of other citizens. His solicitude 
for the industries of the country is merely 4 
solicitude for the dividends which he draws 
from his own protected industry, and his ap- 
pearance in an attitude of rebuke towards 
the honest Democracy is a piece of brazen 
impudence in keeping with his career of 
senatorial obscurity and incidental emolu- 
ment. 


“ASSISTED” EMIGRANTS. 

Home rule may be poor rule, but at its 
worst it is vetter than the domination 
of the best alien government on earth. The 
poorest and most miserable countries are 
ever those which have been long subject to 
foreign masters, like Egypt ang Ireland. 
Belgium is more crowded than Ireland, but 
we hear of no famines in Belgium, no depor- 
tation of her people. France is more crowded 
with population than Ireland, but France 
feeds and employs all her people, and does 
not ship them away to get ridof them. On 
the contrary she is just now lamenting her 
limited production of children, and consid- 
ering how best to encourage that par- 
ticular home industry. She is seriously 
considering a proposed law under which 
every head of a family of four 
children shall be entitled to a reduction 
of fifteen per centin hig annual taxes, and 
to a further reduction of five per cent for 
each additional child, while, if he pays no 
taxes, or if his taxes do not exceed 100 francs 
a year, he shall be entitled to a premium of 
200 frances for his fifth child and to further 
premiums of 100 francs per annum for each 
additional child. But great as England is in 
arts and statesmanship, and prosperous as 
her own home-ruled people are, she is now 
shipping the poor of Ireland to this country 
as her only means of diminishing the famine 
riots and despairing turbulence which 
have accompanied all the years of her 
rule over that neighboring island. All the 
ocean lines plying regularly between English 
and American ports are now bringing over 
large cargoes of “‘assisted’”’ emigrants from 
Ireland. The businessis keptas secret as 
possible, but the proportion of passage- 
money which is paid in drafts on the British 
Government tells the story of systematic de- 
portation. Besides this gvo\.rnment assist- 
ance, which is rendered to the stalwart Lrish- 
man as readily as to the helpless pauper, 
there are large private funds enlisted in ship- 
ping helpless paupers only to this country, 
in order to rid local rate-payers at 
home of the burden of their sup- 
port. It is alleged that most of 
the infirm and disabled emigrants “‘as- 
sisted” to this country are supplied on their 
arrival in our ports with transportation to 
the West, whence it will not beso easy to 
ship them back when their helplessness is 
discovered. Goy. BuUTLER’s action in pro- 
Claiming that Massachusetts would not re- 
ceive the steerage passengers sent over at the 
expense of the British Government, has 
called attention to the necessity for some 
legislation against the flooding of this coun- 
try with this deportation of paupers. We 
can afford to welcome all self-supporting im- 
migrants, but not to permit England to make 
our land a dumping ground for all the human 
wrecks and hopeless paupers with which her 
misrule has filled Lreland.

+ ANOTHER LAND STEAL. 

Every week for some time past has wit- 
nessed the consummation of one or two more 
huge land steals, as a consequence of the 
failure of the last Congress to give effect to 
the forfeiture clauses of our railroad land 
grants. A typical case of this monstrous 
wrong is the latest one, announced in yester- 
day’s telegrams from Washington. 

The Central Pacific monopoiy, which gob- 
bles up and controls everything of value on 
the Pacific slope of this continent, gobbled 
the California and Oregon railway, but failed 
to build the road within the time required in 
the act granting land in aid of that enter- 
prise. Feariug now that the next Congress 
will do what the last Congress should have 
done, the Central Pacific, as the assignee 


lands lying opposite the completed parts of 
the road, and Secretary TELLER has decided 
that he has no discretion to withhold such 
patents, but must issue them in accordance 
with Supreme Court decisions, holding such 
grants as unimpaired by any failure of the 
grantee until the grantor declares the land 
forfeited. Since Congress had its attention 
repeatedly calied to these decisions and to 
the failure of the grantee, its inaction, says 
Secretary TELLER; must be regarded as a 
waiver of the forfeiture, and an intentional 
renewal of the grant. 

Thus the refusal of Congress to take the 
proper action on this subject amounts prac- 
tically to the voting of a great batch of pew 
land grants at a time when all parties were 
solemnly pledged against areturn to thta 
policy. It was practically and literally a 
free gift to the Central Pacific of the 16,000,- 
000 acres originally granted to the Texas Pa- 
cific, and of all that was granted to the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon. Now let us see what the 
Central Pacific people have done to entitle 
them to all this land in addition to the 25,- 
000,000 acres which they already hold bya 
tenure which the Supreme Court pronounces 
non-forfeitable and beyond the reach of tax- 
ation. 

With money lent by the Government and 
without investing a dollar of their own or 
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and successor of the California and Oregon | 
Company, has demanded patents for the | 


tortionate earnings of that monopoly, in- 
stead of paying what they owed the Gov- 
ernment or the interest thereon, they 
proceeded to secure a monopoly of 
all the ‘transcontinental and - Pacific 
slope transportation. Failing to prevent the 
voting of the Texas Pacific grant by offering 
to build that line without a grant, they 
pushed their Southern Pacific through to 
the Texas line, headed off and captured the 
Texas Pacific, and now claim its land grant 
under the decisions of the Supreme Court 
and the rulings of the Interior Department. 
In addition to their vast untaxed land mon- 
opoly, they own 2,700 miles of road which 
yields them great dividends on a valuation 
of $108,000,000, For transportation they 
charge three or four times as much as the 
Eastern roads, and in all their dealings 
with the public they act upon the idea that 
the little finger of monopoly is stronger than 
the loins of the law. A recent message of 
the Governor of Nevada draws a startling 
picture of the methods by which that ‘‘merci- 
less autocracy,” the Central Pacific, rules and 
terrorizes those States, crushing.men, cities 

and counties by its penal discriminations, 
and the Republican Chronicle, of San Fran- 
cisco, says of its rule in California: “It has 
virtually possessed itself of most of the pow- 
ers of government;-pays only such taxes as 
it chooses; discriminates in rates against 
persons and places; treats the law and the 

commonwealth with as much contempt as 

C4SAR or any other despot, and by its po- 

litical influence is able to control the law- 
making and law-enforcing powers to its own 
base uses.” 

Unto sucha CasarR as this we should 
render everything that his, even the pound 
of flesh that is nearest the popular heart, if 
itis so “nominated in the bond.” But to 
give him 25,000,000 acres of the people’s land 
more than the bond calls for, more than he 
has earned, and that, too, when'‘the gift does 
not add a single mile to our lines of railroad, 
is an inexcusable outrage.

LER, the wood-pulp Senator from New 
York, after mentioning the names of TiL- 
DEN, MCDONALD and Hancock as Demo- 
cratic candidates for the Presidency, added 
with the wisdom of Borrom: “These are 
the only candidates brought forward so far, 
‘and it will probably be between one of 
them.”

The 
vaiue of the property is $300,000, and the 
building is one of the handsomest in the 
Southwest. ‘There. are two newspapers— 
the Democrat and Sentinel—hgif a dozen 
ciyic societies, a hall for pubfe entertain- 
ments over the Van Winkle House—a much 
better one is needed—(no public library or 
reading-room), a volunteer fire department, 
two public cisterns, two hotels—in which 
respect there is room for a better one—two 
banks, a commercial business for 1882 of 
$750,000 to $800,000, and a general aspect of 
prosperity and improvement prevading. 

More manufacturing inst:tutions would 
pay, especially a firm in cooperage, which is 
really needed. ‘There is a flouring mill anda 
foundry, with openings for wagon, 
carriage, furniture or agricultural 
implement works, a canning establishment 
and a woolen mill; also chances for invest- 
ment in apples, fruit and early vegetables, 
The water power is very good. The approx-

One of the best attributes of a happy home 
and a profitable farm is abundance of fruit, 
and in this particular it will be enough to 
say that Washington county is unexcelled in 
all except tropical fruits.

ABANDONED CONTESTS. 


Alex. Garesche and Lawrence Harri- 
gan Dismiss Their Election Cases— 
Child Contest. 

Sarah Dwelle is a little, interesting half, 
orphan girl who figured to-day in the courts 
as the subject of family contention. Five 
years ago her mother died, and her father 
left her in the care of her grand-mother who 
has ever since clothed, fed and 
nurtured her. The father, Geo. 
Dwelle, moved out to Colorado 
to improve his prospects, but has recently 
returned to this city. He alleges that he is 
comfortably situated, and is well able to 
provide for the litule girl; that he is entitled 
to her possession and control, and that he 
made such a demand upon her grandmother, 
Mrs. Ann Cavatt, residing at 506 
O'Fallon street, but that she declined 
to give up the child, and 


support, save a ten-doliar bill, he could not 
come atthis late day and carry her away 
from the home in which sheis being care- 
fully reared. On the part of the father it is 
alleged that Mrs. Cavatt did her utmost to 
alienate the child’s aifection for her 
father and poison her mind against him, and 
that she is not calculated to add much to the 
welfare and happiness of her little grand- 
daughter by remaining in her care. This 
allegation is met by the averment of the 
grandmother that Geo. Dwelle is not 
a. suitabie individual, by associations or 
otherwise, to assume the responsibility of 
rearing a little girlof tender age. In this 
as in all contests for control of young chil- 
dren the court will exercise its discretion, 
and the wishes of the child itself will be con- 
sulted before any order is made for its cus- 
tody and control. Ou account 
of the absence of counsel, 
testimony in the case was deferred until this 
afternoon. The matter is before Judge 
Barclay. 
THE CONTESTS ABANDONED. 

In Judge Adam’s court this morning Mr. 
Ed. T. Farish appeared for Mr. Alex. J. P. 
Garesche, Jr., contestant for the office of 
Circuit Clerk, and entered a_ dismissal 
of the Garesche-Vogel case. This course 
was pursuant to the unfavorable ruling of 
Judges Adams and Thayerin the joint de- 
cision, published in the Post-DiIsPpaTcu of 
Monday last, upon the legal points presented 
in the contest. ‘ihe deciaration of the court 
that the State Republican ticket 
could not be consirned as a fraud 
upon voters, and that no evidence would be 
admitted going to show that the caption was 
a fraud, induced counsei to advise the con- 
testant to abandon the proceeding. He was 
called upon to file security for costs to-day. 
Mr. Farish said that if an appeal 
had been taken to the Court 
of Appeals and the ruling of 
the Circuit Judges had been reversed, the 
eontestee would have taken the case up to 
the court of last resort. If the decision of 
Monday last had been affirmed the contestee 
would have gone up to the Supreme 
Court, and that would involve a de- 
lay of two vears at least, more than 
half of the official term. The 
expense of protracted litigation would have 
been great, and ail things considered, it was 
best to dismiss the proceedings at once in the 
Circuit court. 

A. R, Taylor, in Judge Thayer’s court, 
took the like course for the contestant in 
the Harrigan-Mason case, involving the office 
of Sheriff. Mr. Harrigan was not 
desirous of proceeding any further, and the 
case was accordingly dismissed. Beyond 
compensation to counsel the costs in both 
contested cases are light. Mr. Garesche had 
summoned several witnesses for the hearing 
arranged in his case, and that will be the 
the heaviest item.

So, after my 
mother was married~—she married at seven- 
teen—she was constantly in and out of 

randfather’s house, and thus it came that 

was born in Monticello. I lived there and 
at Edge Hill until grandfather died, at 
which time Iwas twelve years old, I re- 
member him asa grand old man, one of the 
— domestic characters that ever lived. 

ie was always kind and amiable. 1 remem- 
ber that it used to be my delight to climb up 
on his knee and with one of those side combs 
which were in fashion in those days, I used 
torun the comb through his hair in my 
childish way. Never once did he put me 
down, but would wait until 1 grew tired 
and climbed down of my ownwill. Then 
my mother would brush the gray hairs that 
I had disarranged. Lremember, also, that 
there wasa long hall inthe house, along 
which my grandfather would promenade. 
It was a great delight for us children to run 
from one end of the hall tothe other and 
have him stop us with his arms outstretched. 
Those were happy days in the old house at 
Monticello.”’ 

“You were in the house when he died?” 

“Oh, yes, although I was not in the room. 
The children were removed just before the 
last moment. Inhis sickness he was the 
same grand character, patient, forbearing 
ank kind. I do notthinx that he died un- 
conscious, for just before 1 was taken from 
the roou!, which was just a minute or two 
before his death, I said to him, ‘Grandfather, 
do you know me?’

Lafayette was a visitor for two 
weeks at Monticello, and 1 remember nim 
distinctly.”’ 

‘““How was it that Monticello passed out of 
the family? ”’ 

“My grandfather, in the unfortunate style 
of those days, went security fora friend to 
the amount of some twenty or thirty thou- 
sand dollars and lost everything. ‘The piace 
passed into the hands of a Dr. Barkley, who 
ploughed up the beautiful lawn and made 
itacorniieild. A favorite room of my grand- 
father he filled with silk worms and branch- 
es of trees, and in other ways he seemed to 
do everything in his power to depreciate the 
piace.

How Lee’s Army was Counted.

Severe Punishment for Political 
Crimes, 
From the London News. . 


The extreme severity of the sentences pro- 
nounced against the various persons charged 
with political crimes in Odessa, and the con- 
firmation of the same by the Governor, Gen. 
Gourkho, have taken the public by surprise. 
These measures, where a little leniency was 
to be expected, exasperate the revolutionary 
party,and the ill-advised Government is com- 
mitting thecountry to further troubles by 
the severity shown by military and incom-. 
petent tribunals. The result of the political 
trialisas fullows: The nobleman Nicolia 
Dawonkewitch, Miosoi Popen, a Turkish 
subject, and Samue: Meyer, an Austrian 
subject, were sentenced to tae loss of civil 
rights with hard-labor in the mines for life; 
the student, Michael Drey, Nickander 
Matsejewitch, the son of a Russian priest; 
Carl lvanian, a Finlander ; the 
nobleman Constantin Kurtsejow, 
the tradesman Batazow and Nico- 
lia Nodijew to fifteen years’ hard labor in 
the mines; the under-officer, Peter Walli- 
jew, and four tradesmen, to tea years’ penal 
servitude. The noblemen, Peter Fursenko 
and Paul Torgaschew, were senteuced to 
four years’ labor in the manufactories. Eu- 
genie Stepanowa, the daughter of a lieuten- 
ant-colunel, and four peasants, were sen- 
tenced to the loss of civil rights, and to be 
sent for life te the furthest settlements of 
Siberia. ‘These judgments were submitted 
to his Exceliency the Governor, Gen. Guurk- 
ho, by whom they were confirmed.
